NEW ORDERS FOR CARRIERS. 


Rural Mail Carriers Cannot Solicit for 


Newspapers. 
Rural mail carriers will, after the 
first of July, be prohibited from solic- 
iting subscriptions for newspapers or 
periodicals, or any kind of literature. 
The postmaster received a communica- 
tion to this effect recently from Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster General C. A. 
Conrad. 
The law which goes into effect the 


first of July was passed by congress 
April 2«, and prohibits such practices 
explicitly. 
Since the rural mail routes 
were inaugurated several years ago 
nearly every carrier along these coun- 
try routes has acted in some manner 
as solicitor; and they have realized a 
considerable sum for such services. 
In a number of Instances throughout 


the country the carriers have been 
presented with fine'delivery wagons 
by the 'papers as a reward for .their 
services and they have been otherwise 
repaid for working for certain papers. 
The carriers are naturally, not over- 
joyed at the prospect, though there 
are a, number of them that say they 
do not care for the privilege. 
The movement looking to the abol- 


ishment of this practice was begun by 
certain papers who .claimed that it 
was unfair and that it also interfered 
with the work of the carriers. 
Some 


time ago the carriers weer prohibited 
from dfstributing circular letters or 
hand bills through their districts.

Be- 
fore they are willing to accept author- 
ity for any idiom, It must be reconciled 
to their reason—or what they choose 
to call their reason. If in this they fall 
they are ready to sacrifice sense to any 
method of expression which they fancy 
to be consistent with grammar. vHence 
has 
originated 
the substitution of 


'would better" for "had better." 
"Would better" is forced to have a 
sense Imposed upon it In order to mean 
anything at all. The use of it Is HO dis- 
tinctly repugnant to our Idiom, not to 
call it absolutely improper! that, when 
met with, it is apt to provoke a cry of 
pain from, him who has been nurtured 
upon the great classics of our lltera- 
tura. 
It can not be stated positively 


where and when "would better" came 
first to be employed; but the vogue It 
has now, such as it Is, it owes largely 
to the influence and example of Walter 
Savage Landor. We may entertain what 
view we choose of that author's style; 
but there can hardly be two opinions, 
among those who have studied the sub- 
ject, as to the value of hie pronounce- 
ments upon points of usage. 
In his 
observations upon language no man of 
equal abilities ever surpassed him in 
the combination of limited knowledge 
of the facts with unlimited wrong- 
headedness in 
drawing conclusions 
from them.—Thomas R. Lounsbury, In 
Harper's Magazine.

Resolutions are 'adopted,' and 
bills are 'passed,' in the case of a leg 
islative body, -for instance. It is often 
said, in connection with deliberative 
bodies, that the motion 'comes,' and 
here Is another word 
I 
object to 


though it is less offensive to me than 
either 'adopted' or 'passes1 when usec 
in connection with a motion. It seems 
to me that the only proper expression 
Is that the motion- "prevails.1 It 
Ii 


the best usage at any rate. In the re 
verse we would say thnt the motion i! 
'lost.' We would not say. as in th 
case of a failure to adopt a resolution 
or pass a bill, that it was 'rejected 
though this word mav describe the sit- 
uation. So. too, a motion may be 'en 
tered,' as in the instance 'of a recon 
slcl-eratlon of some measure that ha: 
failed. These terms are frequently con 
fused by men who write of legislative 
proceedings. I have heard a great many 
legislators use the expression, "I mo 
tion you/ instead of 'I move' the adop 
tion or passage of the matter up fo 
consideration, and the error 'is more 
general than you would think."—New 
Orlean Times.
